From the Paris Gazette, dated March 14. 
Madrid, February 25. 
HE laft Letters from the Camp before 
Gibraltar are of the 21ft of this Month. 
Till that day, befides the ordinary Fa- 
tigues, the Troops fuffer’d very muck” 
by the continual Rains, which fill'd the 
Trenches with Water, fo that feveral days were 
fpent in draining them. Four Defetters who came 
into the Camp the 12th reported, that the Befieged 
had receiv’d by 2 Ships the Ammunition they want- 
ed. And indeed, from that day they redoubled their 
Fire. An Englith Deferter who came out of the Place 
the 15th faid ‘they had receiv’d a Succour of 300 
Dutch Soldiers, and that they were put in Hopes of 
being more powerfully {uccour’d, foon after the Con- 
voy expected at Lisbon from England fhould arrive. 
The Banquets made for placing the Grenadiers at the 
Head of the Trenches, are finifh’'d. The Enemy work 
to repair their great Battery, and in order to it have 
pull'd down feveral Houfes. A Courier from Cadiz 
has brought Advice, that the Baron de Pointis with 
the Squadron he commands fail’d out of that Port the 
22d, towards Gibraltar. Don Alonfo de Madariaga, 
Governour of Alcantara, has fiez’d and brought off 
3000 Head of Cattle from under the Cannon of Mon- 
talvan, without the Lofs of one Man. *Tis advis'd 
from Alicant and Cartagena, that the French Frigates 
the Adelaide, the Marie, rhe Medufa, and the Prin- 
cefs, have brought in thither feveral Englith Prizes 
very richly laden, and alfoa Privateer of Flufhing. 
From the Leiden Gazerte, dated March 19. 
From the Camp before Gibraltar, Feb.21. We have 
for fome days paft had great Rains, and fuch violent 
Winds, that the like has not been known in thefe 
Parts. Our Trenches were fill’d with the Water that 
ran down from the Hills, and by the overflowing of 
the Sea occafion’d by the Wind: So that we have 
been oblig’d to cut feveral Drains, to carry the Water 
out of the Trenches. This has very much retarded 
our Works and fatigu’d our Troops: But the Wea- 
ther is now grown fair. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 19. 
- Amfterdam, March 18. Letters of the 17th of laft 
Month from Seville tell us,that the Marquis de Villa- 
darias was return’d to the Camp before Gibraltar ; 
that fince his return there had been a Sufpenfion of 
Arms for 4 Hours, during which the Prince of Darm- 
ftad came to the Wall, and talk’d with the Marfhal 
de Theffe and the Marquis de Villadarias who ftood 
‘below, on what Subject was not known; but that 
afterwards the Fire was redoubled on both fides. The 
Enemy made another Affault upon the Place the 14th 
but: were repuls'd with greater Lofs than in that they 
made the 7th. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 21. 
Seville, Feb.24. The 22d the Baron de Pointis fail’d 
with his Squadron out of the Bay of Cadix ; with 
‘Defign (fome think,) to attack Gibraltar, but others 
fay he is to take on Board the Cannon and Mortars 
that have been employ’d in the ‘Siege, and that the 
Place will be block’d up till an Opportunity prefents 
of attacking it with greater Probability of Succefs. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 14. 
From the Camp before Verue, Feb.27. Fhe Weather 
has been fair thefe 5 days, the Roads begin to be dry, 
the Snows being melted ; and if this Weather hold, 
we hope to fee a {peedy End of this Siege. The Place 
is batter’d continually, and alfo the Fort chat covers 
the Bridge with 36 Pieces of Cannon and 12 Mortars. 
Two of the Duke of Savoy’s Bombardiers having de- 
ferted to us, the Duke of Vendome fet each of them 


to play a Mortar. They threw Bombs fo skilfully, 
that they fet on fire a Sauciffon that made 3 Fourneaux 
blow up, with fo great Execution, that they ruin’d 
the Angle of the Shoulder of the Baftion on the Right, 
in the 2d Wall, whereby a Breach is made that may 
eafily be mounted by 10 Men in Front. The 3d Wall 
is likewife much damag’d, and ’tis believ’d fome -At- 
tack will be made upon the Place in a few days. 
Pars, March 14. A Courier arriv’d here the oth 
in the Morning with the News, that the 2d of this 
Month at 3 a Clock in the Morning, the Duke of 
Vendome caus’d an Attack to be made on the Fort 
and other Works that cover'd the Bridge of Commu- 
nication of Verue with Crefcentino: Which was ex- 
ecuted with fo great Order and Silence, that in lefs 
than a quarter of an Hour the Fort was {cal’d, the 
Works won, the Regiments of Aoufte and Tarantaife 
cut in pieces, except 200 Soldiers and 24 Officers, 
the Colours of the 2 Regiments taken, and the Bridge 
broken {oon after. At the fame time 2 Companies of 
Grenadiers fupported by 2 Battallions, entred:the 
Breaches in the 2d Wall of Verue, kill’d 50 Soldiers 
they found there; and then retir’d as they had been 
order'd, In thefe 2 Actions we had but 15 Men kill’d, 
and 25 wounded, among the latter a Captain of the 
Regiment of Auvergne dangeroufly.g@Deferters re- 
ported, that there were but 5100 Meri Verue, who 
wanted many things,and could no more be fuccour’d. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 19. 
From the Camp before Verue, March 3. The Duke 
of Vendome to conceal from the Enemy the Time he 
defign’d for an Affault to be made upon the Fort that 
coverd their Bridge of Communication ; caus’d the 
Trenches to be mounted, as ufual, the ift of this 
Month, by the Count de Vaubecourt, Lieutenant Ge- 
neral ; but fome Hours after order’d him to head the 
Detachment appointed to attack on the Left, and the 
Count de las Torres to command that on the Right. 
For the 1ft were drawn out 20 Companies of Grena- 
diers and 200 Pioneers, and 8 Battallions to fuftain 
them: Much about the like Number were drawn 
out for the other. All-thefe Troops rendezvous’d at 
9 a Clock at Night on the Ifland, at the Diftance of 
500 Yards from the Fort, where Ammunition, Faf- 
cines, and Scaling Ladders, were diftributed to them. 
‘At 3 a Clock the next Morning thofe on the Left ad- 
vanc'd within Mufquet-fhot of the Fort, unperceiv'd 
by the Enemy, who had not plac’d Sentinels. The 
Count de Vaubecourt and Monfieur de Lapara began 
the Attack on the Fort, without waiting for the Troops 
on the Right, led by the Count de las Torres ; and 
Monfieur de Mauroy attack’d at the fame Time the 
Intrenchment that cover’d the Head of the Bridge : 
Thefe 2 Pofts, as alfo the Redoubt of the Fort, were 
carried at the firft Difcharge, and in lefs than a Quar- 


‘ter of an Hour ; the 2 Bartallions of Acfte and Ta- 


rantaife that were in them, being put to the Sword, 


200 Soldiers and 34 Officers excepted ; of the latter 


1 is a Lieutenant-Collonel and 12 Captains. Mon- 
fieur de Mauroy prefently caus’d 8 Boats of the Bridge 
to be loos’d from the reft and turn’d a-drift down the 
Stream ; and leaving fome of his Men in the Intrench- 
ment we mention’d; he entred the Fort with 12 Com- 
panies of Grenadiers, being appointed to command in 
it. While this was doing, the Enemy came out of 
their Camp at Crefcentino with a great Number of 
Torches to lightthem, to fyccour the Fort; bur Mon- 
fieur de Mauroy having had the Precaution to point 
8 Pieces of Cannon loaded with Cartridge-fhot againtt 
the further end of the Bridge, fo great a Fire was 
made upon them, that they were oblig’d to retire as 
faft as they could. Then Monfieur Mauroy caus’d 
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it the Artitery of the Fort to be turn’d againit the 
Btidse 3 and afer 2 of3 Difcharges in lefs than half 
an Hour’s Time it was wholly ruin’d and all Commu- 
nication between Verue and Crefcéntino abfolutely 
cut of. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 20. _ 
Milan, March 7. In the Fort and the other Works 
thet cover’d the Bridge of Verue, there were but 150 
Men detach’d out of the Battallions of Aofte and Ta- 
rantaife. The Count de las Torres, who led up the 
Right to the Attack, did not arrive till the Difpute 
was almoft over, fome Obftacles having retarded his 
March. The Succours the Duke of Savoy would 
have fent overthe Bridge, arriv’d too late, and were 
oblig’d by the Fire of the Artillery of the French to 
return to Crefcentino.His Royal Highnefs now caufes 
a prodigious Number of Stones to be thrown out of 
Mortars into the Fort,but we are of Opinion thar will 
not oblige the French to quit ix. During the Attack 
the Duke of Vendome order’d 2 Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, fupported by 2 Batrallions, to enter the 2d 
Wall of Verue,to alarm che Garrifon,and oblige them 
to {pring their Mines; but the Befieged perceiving it 
was a falfe Atrack, {prung no Mine; And oblig’d the 
Affailants to retire. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 19. 
Milen, March 7. The laft Lemers we receiv'd 
from the Camp before Veruc, do nor agree in the 
Number of Troops tha: were in the Fort that cover'd 
the Bridge when it was taken by Affault the 2d In- 
ftant in the Morning. Some Letters fay there were 
2 intire Bartallions in it, others that they wanted very 
much of being compleat.But they all fay the Savoyards 
were fo perfectly furpriz’d, that the commanding 
Officer of the Fort and 26 other Officers were taken 
in their Night-Gowns, and in them carried Prifoners 
into the Camp. The Duke of Vendome has fignified 
to the Govegagur of Verue by a Trumper, that he 
would allo 4 days cto confider of furrendring 
the Place upon an honourable Capitulation; but if 
he fhould wai rill a general Aifault fhould be ready 
to be given, he would giye him and his Garrifon no 
other Terms than to be made Prifoners of War; And 
feeing he can receive no more Succours from the 
Duke of Savoy, who continues encamp’d at Crefcen- 
tino, the Duke of Vendome and the other General 
Officers flatter themfelves he will rather capitulate 
than fall into their Hancs. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March21. 
From the Camp before Verue, March7. The 3d In- 
ftant the Duke of Vendome fummon’d the Governour 
of Verue to furrender; but was anfwer'd by him, 
That the Place. had been befieg’d but 2 Days, and 
therefore he fhould addrefs himfelf to the Duke of 
Savoy, who was near atiand. Defercers fay there 
are 1700 Men in it, but they have no great Store of 
Provifions. For 3 days paft we have fir'd inceffantly, 
to widen the Breaches. This Evening or tomorrow 
we fhall attempt fomething of Importance, whether 
to Storm Verue or to Attack the Camp at Crefcen- 
tino, we know not. The Enemy feem to defign to 
fettle a new Communication with the Garrifon of 
Verue, by means of fome Pofts they have on this fide 
the Po; but they cannot eafily compafs it. The Duke 
of Vendome having declar’d he will make the faid 
Garrifon Prifoners of War; ic cannot be doubted they 
will defend themfelves (being under their Prince’s 
Eye,) tothe laft Extremity. 
From the Amfterdam Gazerte, dated March 20. 
Amfterdam, March 20. We have no Account yet 
from Turin nor the Camp at Crefcentino, that the 
French have made themfelves Mafters of the Fort and 
Bridge, of which the Letters from Paris and Milan 
give fo many Particulars. But tho’ there is no room 
to doubt the Truth of it in general, yet fome Parti- 
culars require to be clear'd up, efpecially that of the 
Facility with which the Enemy poffefs’d themfelves 
of a Poft of that Confequence, in Jefs than a Quarter 
of an Hour, and with no more lofs than of 15 Men 
kil’d and 25 wounded, as well againft the Fort, as in 
the Atcack of the fecond Wall of Verue. We cannot 
eafily believe, the Befieged who have made fo noble 
a Defence, and have been fo carefully upon’ their 
Guard above 4 Months, would fuffer them{elves to 
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be furprizd in {uch a fvanner, 
Refiftance. 

They write fromCo/'ogne, that they had Letters 
from Piemont through Switzerland, which faid, that 
Verue defended it felf with as great Vigour as hitherto 
the 6th of this Month, and that the Befieged have fe. 
puls’d one Affault. 

From the Paris Letter, dated March 16.. 

Pars, March 16. The 14th the King receiv’d Ad. 
vice at Marli by a Couriet, that the roth Inftanr at 
Night the Duke de la Feuilladiz took Villa Franca ar 
Difcretion. That the Garrifon confifted but of 70 
Soldiers, and 30 Seamen belonging to the 2 Englith 
Frigates that were in the Port. The Governour of 
Villa Franca had defir’d Succours of the Captairis of 
thofe 2 Frigates, bur they only furnith’d him with 3 
Pieces of Cannon and 30 Seamen, faying they could

Franca were oblig’d, to fave themfelves fgom being 
plunder’d, to give to the Soldiers 2000 Piftoles, and. 
to the Officers as much Scarlet Cloath as would make, 
each a Suit of Cloaths ; the reft of the Cloath of 
which there is in the Town a very large Warehonfe 
full, is to remain in the Poffeffion of the Proprietors 
on their paying certain Duties that are to be laid up. 

The Duke de la Feuillade writes to the King, 
that there remains to be taken a Citadel. that com- 
mands the Port, bur that that Citadel is commande
